draft of females eent out by Mr- fd YOKES 
ItciHKavi'i Committee, the ship William 
Stevenson, in which there are forty des- 
tined for this port, having arrived at 
Adelaide above a month since. We un- 
derstand (hat a draft of about fifty would 
alio be stmt to this colony about the last 
week in July, and no more would then 
Ik; sent until intelligence had been re- 
ceived in England uf tbe reception of 
those sent out to Adelaide and Mel. 
bourne early in the year, and until infor. 
ma lion was received of the capability of 
the colonies to receive larger numbers ; 
the complaints that had reached England 
of the numbers of Irish orphan girls who 
Wen being sent lo these colonies, having 



bodily defect likely id impair 
■< a aotiler, and that the baa been vaceinaud, 
or has bid the smill-poi. (Signed, ) 

The District Committee being satisfied 
of tho eligibility of tho candidate, report 
her name to the * Committee of Selec- 
tion." who determine when she is to be 
received inlo the *' Home" — an institution 
placed under the charge of an experienced 
matron, in which all the girls must re- 
main fur xorno weeks beforectnbarkution, 
and where their capabilities as servants 
arc tested, under the superintendence of 
a Indies' Committee. Hero, also, their 
outfitx are provided, and preparations 
made for the voyage. 

On bourd ship every precaution for the 
due comfort arid protection of the girls it 
taken, nnd a matron is sent in every 
vessel. The detniis ore explained at 
length in the papers ; but it is nol 
necessary to trouble our readers with 
tliem. The arrangements appear to have 
been made with great care and fore- 
thought. Should the system be conducted 
next year, however, we would suggest 
that girls intended for Melbourne or Sid. 
ncy should Im sent to those ports direct. 
While vessels are lying in part, and dis- 
charging cargo, it is impossible to main- 
tain discipline ; and thia, we believe, has 
been already felt in vessels that have 
touched al Adelaide on their way to Port 
Phillip. 

When we first heard of this 
scheme, although we admired the 
piety and benevolence which dic- 
tated it, we must confess we 
looked upon it with some degree of hesi- 
tation ; we feared il would inundate the 
colony with a number of girls who would 
consider themselves LUtreated if they 
were called upon to do anything eUa but 
needlework ; hut as we find that la not the 
cose, dial can it taken to impress upon 
the minds of these women that they com* 
out to engage as general servants, and 
that none are sent ost who cannot act in 
that capacity, there can be no doubt of 
the advantage to the colony of such g 
system of immigration, and while it is 
supported by private funds, there it no 
fear of Ihe number sent out being in 01- 
cesa of the demand . We should say 
thul a monthly shipment of one hundred 
would for the next year at any rate meet 
with engagements immediately on arrival 
in Sydney. 

To Mr. lliiwiaTand hit associates in 
this good work the imloauee ere much in. 
debit J. Theirs ia, indeed, a pious and 
charitable design. They devote their 
lime and their money to send oat 
unfortunate women froea th* 
stocked and ill.paid Labour market of 
London, where licy cam bat from one 

• 
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smart writers of the passing day, who 
lake every opportunity »r sneering at 
ihings colonial; and, unfortunately, the 
colony of New South Wales, having 
had always an indifferent reputation, 
every thing in ihe least onl of the ordi- 
nary course, however much it may be 
warranted by the novel circumjlaiice- in 
which il has nriien, is set down, if (mili- 
ar ted here, as a farther illustration of the 
knavery of the place. This habii of 
imputing the worat motives to 
our nets may have the efTed cither of 
rendering oh reckless through a feeling 
of being unable to retrieve our character, 
or of rendering us cautious :ind >.criipu. 
lous of doing or appearing to do wrung, 
for the futute time, — according SJ we 
want, or a" we [muscss, the degree of 
virtue supposed to lie deficient. Such 
unmerited censure, nay, such 
censure, even if |nrtly. and weUi 
respect to ihe past, merited — is one 
ul ihe trials through which wit- have to 
pass. Vet there aocmn no reason why 
we should patiently bear blame, if we e m 
show that it is cast upon us through 
sheer ignorance and prejudiie. 

The cluirge against our Legislature in 
ihe instance of the Lien on Wool Hill, 
which was subjected to most absurd sus- 
picions, as lending to countenance fraud, 
if not indeed its pcoducl, was a 
specimen of eiicb ignorance and 
prejudice ; and only the strong 
necessity and manifest ailvnntugca of the 
measure Itave enabled our legislature to 
persist in its ro-cnacttnent frum time to 
time. Anolher instance was that uf the 
claim of tbe Bank uf Australasia, against 
the Dank of Australia, for resist- 
ing which the whole colony waa run 
down by Englishmen— when the fact was, 
that in the adjudication of that difficult 
case, two out of three Rnglinh-bred 
Judgea, one of them just arrived, ar.d of 
course, devoid of colonial prepossessions, 
were decidedly against the chum, and 
while the colonial shareholders have 
been making the mmt determined efforts 
!o pay the debt, the English shareholders 
have been evading it. 

The charge preferred in the case now 
before us is, that our legislature have 
robbed hi hi to pay I'aiii.. Now, we 
are not of opinion that the very beat 
course was udupted that could have 
been hit upon. We acknowledge a 
little too much refinement, aume thing of 
needless deviation from Che obvious line, 
a little curvature that might have been 
spared, in the contrivance for compen- 
sating the sufferers by the defalcations 
of the Home- ap pointed Officer. Wc 
think that when the Oovernment resolved 
[rightly or not is another question) to 
indemnify the losers, the indemnification 
should have been commensurate with 
the damnification, and prompt, — in short, 
that they should have been paid at once, 
and in lull, out uf tbe public revenue. 
The plan determined upon, with which 
the 7>Wi finds so much fault, was this; — 
(and our rentiers will probably admit 
that it waa marc ingenious than 
the occasion requited:) — Il wus found 
that there was a considerable accumula- 
tion in the Savings' Banks of Unclaimed 
Balance* of Inteitalci' Estates' which 
promised to increase still further from 
year to year. By the Act of the Gover- 
nor and Council* I Uth (Victoria, No, 44, 
into which the writer in the Timtt does 
nol appear to have carefully looked, il 
waa directed thai, after sue! 
should lie unclaimed for six years, after 
every proper measure having previously 
been taken to bring the fact of the exis- 
tence of the several suma to the know- 
ledge of the neit of kin, they should he 
thrown into the Colonial Treasury, and 
form a fund, lo be applied annually in 
satisfaction of the claims arising out of 
the defaults of the former Registrar, si 
Curator of Intestacies, as well as in 
satisfaction of the claims arising 
in respect of the balances so transferred ; 
hut it was expressly provided that the 
claims of the latter description should, 
as they come forward, have a preference 
over those of the former kind, for which 
only on annual division of the clear sur- 
plus on the 31st December, uf each year, 
is applicable. By this process, the in- 
demnificadiori to tho sufferers, in and 
previous lo 1B41, a indefinite and inde- 
terminate, in point of both time and 
amount, A Urge dividend has, indeed, 
we believe, been paid upon these last- 
mentioned claims ; but it ia quite possible 
that these claimants may, in cause, jut no 
of the just provision in favour of tbe 
other class of claimants, never get 
another farthing. It is true that there ii 
DO expreu provision in case of this 
fund proving insufficient, in consequence 
of tbe annual distribution alluded to. 
for Dueling the demands on account of 
the balance* transferred, that the de- 
mands shall be paid out of the general 
revenue. But there is, in. the first place, 
very tittle probability of such a contin- 
gency occurring, and in the next place 
there ia no doubt an implied and uo- 
evadeable obligation on the Legislature to 
provide, by a vote, for such a payment.

and he found a numbor of prison! enumerated, 
iheiiumb-rr of innaalcs in which amounted to 
thrse limcfl (bat for which (hoy Turnl-hed pro- 
per accommodarion. In the prison of Cork, 
built to contain I ret prisoners, he found that, 
there was no lejs n number confined thill ISftO. 
Thin, he took it, wai, a pretty fairesmpleof tha 
gaols th roughout tho country, and waa it likely, 
under such a state of things ee this, thit minis- \ 
tfit would Imitate to cirry out the measure of;
